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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
Dear Friends: 


General revenue receipts for the 1978-79 fiscal year continue to exceed earlier 
projections because of inflation and the close of the fiscal year on June 30 is ex- 
pected to result in a rate of increase substantially above that rate previously 
anticipated. 

A final increase of 15 or 16 percent is expected to be posted for the fiscal 
year. This compares to an earlier projection by the Office of Administration for 
an increase of 11.65 percent. 

General revenue receipts for the 11-month fiscal period ending May 31 were 
up 16.09 percent on collections totaling $1,529,850,192. This amount represented 
an increase of $212,030,872 over receipts collected in the comparable 11-month 
period of the previous fiscal year. 

Of the various ¢ategories of general revenue receipts, individual income taxes 
showed the greatest gain with a 16.33 percent increase on receipts totaling 
$558, 251,608. 

Corporate income taxes were up 15.69 percent on receipts totaling 
$94,870,808. 

Sales tax receipts for the period were $667,812,064 and gained 11.46 percent. 

Receipts from liquor, beer and wine taxes totaled $24,681,447 and were up 
4.10 percent.
